IOWA SCHOOLS JOINT INVESTMENT TRUST
FIXED TERM AUTOMATED PROGRAM SERVICE PROVIDER AGREEMENT

This Agreement, made as of the 15th day of November, 2010 by and between the
Iowa Schools Joint Investment Trust (the “Fund” or “ISJIT”) and PMA Financial
Network, Inc., an Illinois corporation ("PMA" or the "Program Provider").

WHEREAS, the Fund was established in Iowa by a Joint Powers Agreement and
Declaration of Trust duly adopted as of October 1, 1986 and amended as of November 1,
1988 and May 1, 1993 (the “Declaration of Trust”), by certain governmental units of the
State of Iowa acting as the initial participants of the Fund (the “Initial Participants™);

WHEREAS, additional governmental units of the State of Iowa have
subsequently become participants in the Fund pursuant to the Declaration of Trust
(together with the Initial Participants, the “Participants”);

WHEREAS, the Board of Trustees of the Fund (the “Board”) previously adopted
a Fixed Term Automated Program for the Fund (the “Program”), which Program is
separate and distinct from the ISJIT pooled fund programs;

WHEREAS, the Board is responsible for overseeing the management of the Fund
in accordance with the Declaration of Trust;

WHEREAS, the Board desires to avail itself of the experience, resources, advice
and assistance of PMA with respect to the Program and to have PMA undertake the
duties and responsibilities hereinafter set forth, on behalf and subject to the supervision of
the Board, as provided herein; and

WHEREAS, PMA is willing to undertake to render such services, subject to the
supervision of the Board, on the terms and conditions hereinafter set forth.

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises and the mutual promises
and covenants hereinafter set forth, and other good and valuable consideration, the receipt
of which is hereby acknowledged and intending to be legally bound hereby, the parties
hereto agree as follows:







ARTICLE I

DELIVERY OF DOCUMENTS

Section 1.01. Documents Delivered. The Fund has delivered, or will cause to be
delivered, to PMA properly certified or authenticated copies of each of the following
documents and will deliver to it all future amendments and supplements thereto, if any:

(a) The Declaration of Trust;

(b) Certified resolutions of the Board authorizing the appointment of
PMA as the Program Provider to the Fund and approving the form of this
Agreement;

(©) Information Statement of the Fund as currently in use (such
Information Statement, in its present form and as the same may be
amended or supplemented from time to time, is herein called the
"Information Statement"); and

(d) A certificate of the Secretary of the Fund setting forth the names
and specimen signatures of the individuals authorized at the time of
delivery of such certificate to act on behalf of the Fund (including
individuals authorized to act on behalf of service providers to the Fund) in
connection with matters arising hereunder.

ARTICLE II

COMPENSATION, APPOINTMENT, AND DUTIES AS PROGRAM PROVIDER

Section 2.01. Appointment as Program Provider. The Fund hereby appoints PMA as a
Program Provider of the Fund on the terms and for the period set forth in this Agreement, and
PMA hereby accepts such appointment and agrees to perform the services and duties of the
Program Provider set forth in this Agreement.

Section 2.02. Services and Duties as a Program Provider. Subject to the supervision of
the Board, the Program Provider:

(a) Will make available for purchase by the Participants certificates of
deposit carrying FDIC Insurance and private insurance (if available), collateralized
certificates of deposit, commercial paper, and bankers’ acceptances and, offered through
its affiliate, PMA Securities, Inc., an SEC and MSRB registered broker-dealer and
member of FINRA and SIPC, obligations of the U.S. Government and its agencies and
instrumentalities, and municipal securities which are permitted investments under the







Declaration of Trust. Participants utilizing the Program will be charged the fees
described in Section 2.03 of this Agreement.

(b) The Program Provider or its affiliate shall offer the following
additional services to Participants of the Fund:

(1) PMA’s Cash Flow Analysis Program;

(i1)) PMA’s Bond Proceeds Management Program (provided that all
of the Participant’s bond proceeds are invested in the Fund); and

(iii)) PMA’s Financial Planning Program (“FPP”).

The Cash Flow Analysis Program, Bond Proceeds Management Program and FPP will be
provided without an additional charge beyond the noted compensation provided for in
Section 2.03 of this Agreement.

Section 2.03. Compensation as Program Provider: For the services to be rendered
and the duties to be assumed by the Program Provider pursuant to Section 2.02 of this
Agreement, the Program Provider will charge directly to each Participant making
investments through the Program an annualized mark-up not to exceed 0.25% on
certificates of deposit carrying only FDIC insurance and an annualized mark-up not to
exceed 0.35% on certificates of deposit for which insurance or collateral is procured for
amounts in excess of FDIC limits, exclusive of insurance or collateral costs and any
third-party placement fees, and an annualized mark-up not to exceed 0.15% on securities
of the United States Government and its agencies and instrumentalities, and municipal
securities, and commercial paper. In the event the annualized mark-up on any individual
investment purchase or sale is less than $50.00, the Program Provider reserves the right to
charge a minimum of $50.00 on the transaction. In the event that the purchase of the
investments in the Program is executed through an affiliate of the Program Provider, as
provided in Section 2.02 of this Agreement, the applicable fee may be charged directly by
such affiliate.

ARTICLE III

LIMITATIONS OF LIABILITY

Section 3.01. Program Provider’s Liability Limitation. The Program Provider
shall not be liable for any error in judgment or mistake of law or for any loss suffered by
the Fund in connection with the matters to which this Agreement relates, except a loss
resulting from willful misfeasance, bad faith or gross negligence on its part in the
performance of its duties or from reckless disregard by it of its obligations and duties
under this Agreement, provided, however, that this Section 3.01 shall not limit the
Program Provider's liability to the Fund with respect to any breaches by it of this
Agreement.








ARTICLE IV

DURATION AND TERMINATION

Section 4.01. Term of Agreement. This Agreement, unless sooner terminated as
provided in Section 4.02 or Section 4.03 hereof, shall continue for a three (3) year period
and, thereafter, shall automatically renew for a one (1) year period unless written notice is
provided at least sixty (60) days prior to the start of a renewal period.

Section 4.02. Early Termination. Notwithstanding the provisions of the preceding
Section 4.01, this Agreement may be terminated at any time, without the payment of any
penalty, (i) by the Fund on sixty (60) days' written notice to the Program Provider or (ii)
by the Program Provider on sixty (60) days' written notice to the Fund.

Section 4.03. Termination on Assignment. This Agreement shall automatically
and immediately terminate without notice or penalty in the event of its assignment by
either party hereto without the prior written consent to such assignment by the other party
hereto; provided, however, that no consent is required in the event of an assignment by
the Program Provider to an affiliate of such company.

ARTICLE V

CONSULTATION AND RELIANCE

Section 5.01. Consultation with Counsel. The Program Provider may consult with
reputable and experienced legal counsel (who may be counsel to the Fund) concerning any
question that may arise with reference to the Program Provider’s (including its affiliate’s) duties
under this Agreement and the Program Provider shall not be liable for any action taken or
omitted by it in good faith in accordance with such counsel’s advice.

Section 5.02. Reliance on Certificates. The Program Provider may reasonably rely upon
any notice, instrument, direction or other communication that the Program Provider reasonably
believes (based on the most recent certificate of the Secretary of the Fund that has been received
by the Program Provider pursuant to paragraph (d) of Section 1.01 hereof) to have been given by
an individual who is authorized to act on behalf of the Fund, and the Program Provider shall not
be liable for any action taken in accordance with such reasonable reliance or belief. The Fund
agrees that it will supply the Program Provider with certificates of the type described in
paragraph (d) of Section 1.01 hereof from time to time as necessary to keep the information
contained therein current.








ARTICLE VI

MISCELLANEOUS

Section 6.01. Amendments. This Agreement shall not be modified or amended
without the consent of each party hereto, which consent must be evidenced by an
instrument in writing executed by each party hereto, or by their respective successors or
permitted assigns.

Section 6.02. Confidentiality. Each party shall retain in confidence all
information of the other party transmitted under this Agreement, which has been
identified as being confidential or which by the nature of the information or the
circumstances surrounding the disclosure should be treated as confidential ("Confidential
Information"). Confidential Information shall not include any information that (i) has
been voluntarily disclosed to the public by disclosing party, (ii) has been independently
developed and publicly disclosed by others, (iii) otherwise enters the public domain
through lawful means, and (iv) is learned by receiving party from a third party having the
right to disclose it.

Each party shall refrain from using any Confidential Information for any purpose or
activity other than those necessary to or contemplated by this Agreement. Each party
shall not disclose or facilitate the disclosure of Confidential Information to any third
party and shall not copy, duplicate, reproduce, distribute or otherwise disseminate
Confidential Information except as necessary to or contemplated by this Agreement, or as
otherwise required by law or upon request of a regulatory authority. Each party
understands and agrees that Confidential Information constitutes valuable business assets
of the other party and that any unauthorized use or disclosure may cause irreparable
damage.

Section 6.03. Captions. The captions in this Agreement are included for
convenience of reference only and shall in no way define or limit any of the provisions
hereof or otherwise affect their construction or effect.

Section 6.04. Severability. If any provision of this Agreement shall be held
invalid under any applicable statute or regulation or by a decision of a court of
competent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not affect any other provision of this
Agreement that can be given effect without the invalid provision, and, to this end, the
provisions hereof are severable.

Section 6.05. Binding Effect. This Agreement shall be binding upon and shall
inure to the benefit of the parties hereto and their respective successors and permitted
assigns.

Section 6.06. Notices. Notices or consents of any kind required or permitted
under this Agreement shall be in writing and shall be deemed duly delivered if delivered







in person or if mailed by certified mail, return receipt requested, postage prepaid, or
telecopier, to the appropriate party as follows:

or at such other address or to the attention of such other individual as shall be specified
by the respective parties hereto by written notice hereunder.

Section 6.07. Entire Agreement. This Agreement, and the documents delivered
pursuant hereto, constitutes the entire agreement between the parties hereto with respect
to the subject matter hereof.

Section 6.08. Applicable Law. This Agreement shall be deemed to have been
executed in the State of Iowa and the substantive laws of the State of lowa shall govern
the construction of this Agreement and the rights and remedies of the respective parties
hereto.

Section 6.09. Enforcement and Waiver. Each party hereto shall have the right at
all times to enforce the provisions of this Agreement in strict accordance with the terms
hereof, notwithstanding any conduct or custom on the part of such party in refraining
from so doing at any time or times. The failure of a party hereto at any time or times to
enforce its rights under such provisions, strictly in accordance with the same, shall not be
construed as having created a custom in any way or manner contrary to specific
provisions of this Agreement or as having in any way or manner modified or waived the
same. All rights and remedies of the respective parties hereto are cumulative and
concurrent and the exercise of one right or remedy shall not be deemed a waiver or
release of any other right or remedy.

Section 6.10. Authorization. This Agreement has been duly authorized, executed
and delivered by the parties hereto and constitutes a legal, valid and binding obligation of
such parties, enforceable in accordance with its terms.

FIXED TERM AUTOMATED PROGRAM SERVICE PROVIDER AGREEMENT

This Agreement, made as of the 15th day of November, 2010 by and between the
Iowa Schools Joint Investment Trust (the “Fund” or “ISJIT”) and PMA Financial
Network, Inc., an Illinois corporation ("PMA" or the "Program Provider").

WHEREAS, the Fund was established in Iowa by a Joint Powers Agreement and
Declaration of Trust duly adopted as of October 1, 1986 and amended as of November 1,
1988 and May 1, 1993 (the “Declaration of Trust”), by certain governmental units of the
State of Iowa acting as the initial participants of the Fund (the “Initial Participants™);

WHEREAS, additional governmental units of the State of Iowa have
subsequently become participants in the Fund pursuant to the Declaration of Trust
(together with the Initial Participants, the “Participants”);

WHEREAS, the Board of Trustees of the Fund (the “Board”) previously adopted
a Fixed Term Automated Program for the Fund (the “Program”), which Program is
separate and distinct from the ISJIT pooled fund programs;

WHEREAS, the Board is responsible for overseeing the management of the Fund
in accordance with the Declaration of Trust;

WHEREAS, the Board desires to avail itself of the experience, resources, advice
and assistance of PMA with respect to the Program and to have PMA undertake the
duties and responsibilities hereinafter set forth, on behalf and subject to the supervision of
the Board, as provided herein; and

WHEREAS, PMA is willing to undertake to render such services, subject to the
supervision of the Board, on the terms and conditions hereinafter set forth.

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises and the mutual promises
and covenants hereinafter set forth, and other good and valuable consideration, the receipt
of which is hereby acknowledged and intending to be legally bound hereby, the parties
hereto agree as follows:







ARTICLE I

DELIVERY OF DOCUMENTS

Section 1.01. Documents Delivered. The Fund has delivered, or will cause to be
delivered, to PMA properly certified or authenticated copies of each of the following
documents and will deliver to it all future amendments and supplements thereto, if any:

(a) The Declaration of Trust;

(b) Certified resolutions of the Board authorizing the appointment of
PMA as the Program Provider to the Fund and approving the form of this
Agreement;

(©) Information Statement of the Fund as currently in use (such
Information Statement, in its present form and as the same may be
amended or supplemented from time to time, is herein called the
"Information Statement"); and

(d) A certificate of the Secretary of the Fund setting forth the names
and specimen signatures of the individuals authorized at the time of
delivery of such certificate to act on behalf of the Fund (including
individuals authorized to act on behalf of service providers to the Fund) in
connection with matters arising hereunder.

ARTICLE II

COMPENSATION, APPOINTMENT, AND DUTIES AS PROGRAM PROVIDER

Section 2.01. Appointment as Program Provider. The Fund hereby appoints PMA as a
Program Provider of the Fund on the terms and for the period set forth in this Agreement, and
PMA hereby accepts such appointment and agrees to perform the services and duties of the
Program Provider set forth in this Agreement.

Section 2.02. Services and Duties as a Program Provider. Subject to the supervision of
the Board, the Program Provider:

(a) Will make available for purchase by the Participants certificates of
deposit carrying FDIC Insurance and private insurance (if available), collateralized
certificates of deposit, commercial paper, and bankers’ acceptances and, offered through
its affiliate, PMA Securities, Inc., an SEC and MSRB registered broker-dealer and
member of FINRA and SIPC, obligations of the U.S. Government and its agencies and
instrumentalities, and municipal securities which are permitted investments under the







Declaration of Trust. Participants utilizing the Program will be charged the fees
described in Section 2.03 of this Agreement.

(b) The Program Provider or its affiliate shall offer the following
additional services to Participants of the Fund:

(1) PMA’s Cash Flow Analysis Program;

(i1)) PMA’s Bond Proceeds Management Program (provided that all
of the Participant’s bond proceeds are invested in the Fund); and

(iii)) PMA’s Financial Planning Program (“FPP”).

The Cash Flow Analysis Program, Bond Proceeds Management Program and FPP will be
provided without an additional charge beyond the noted compensation provided for in
Section 2.03 of this Agreement.

Section 2.03. Compensation as Program Provider: For the services to be rendered
and the duties to be assumed by the Program Provider pursuant to Section 2.02 of this
Agreement, the Program Provider will charge directly to each Participant making
investments through the Program an annualized mark-up not to exceed 0.25% on
certificates of deposit carrying only FDIC insurance and an annualized mark-up not to
exceed 0.35% on certificates of deposit for which insurance or collateral is procured for
amounts in excess of FDIC limits, exclusive of insurance or collateral costs and any
third-party placement fees, and an annualized mark-up not to exceed 0.15% on securities
of the United States Government and its agencies and instrumentalities, and municipal
securities, and commercial paper. In the event the annualized mark-up on any individual
investment purchase or sale is less than $50.00, the Program Provider reserves the right to
charge a minimum of $50.00 on the transaction. In the event that the purchase of the
investments in the Program is executed through an affiliate of the Program Provider, as
provided in Section 2.02 of this Agreement, the applicable fee may be charged directly by
such affiliate.

ARTICLE III

LIMITATIONS OF LIABILITY

Section 3.01. Program Provider’s Liability Limitation. The Program Provider
shall not be liable for any error in judgment or mistake of law or for any loss suffered by
the Fund in connection with the matters to which this Agreement relates, except a loss
resulting from willful misfeasance, bad faith or gross negligence on its part in the
performance of its duties or from reckless disregard by it of its obligations and duties
under this Agreement, provided, however, that this Section 3.01 shall not limit the
Program Provider's liability to the Fund with respect to any breaches by it of this
Agreement.








ARTICLE IV

DURATION AND TERMINATION

Section 4.01. Term of Agreement. This Agreement, unless sooner terminated as
provided in Section 4.02 or Section 4.03 hereof, shall continue for a three (3) year period
and, thereafter, shall automatically renew for a one (1) year period unless written notice is
provided at least sixty (60) days prior to the start of a renewal period.

Section 4.02. Early Termination. Notwithstanding the provisions of the preceding
Section 4.01, this Agreement may be terminated at any time, without the payment of any
penalty, (i) by the Fund on sixty (60) days' written notice to the Program Provider or (ii)
by the Program Provider on sixty (60) days' written notice to the Fund.

Section 4.03. Termination on Assignment. This Agreement shall automatically
and immediately terminate without notice or penalty in the event of its assignment by
either party hereto without the prior written consent to such assignment by the other party
hereto; provided, however, that no consent is required in the event of an assignment by
the Program Provider to an affiliate of such company.

ARTICLE V

CONSULTATION AND RELIANCE

Section 5.01. Consultation with Counsel. The Program Provider may consult with
reputable and experienced legal counsel (who may be counsel to the Fund) concerning any
question that may arise with reference to the Program Provider’s (including its affiliate’s) duties
under this Agreement and the Program Provider shall not be liable for any action taken or
omitted by it in good faith in accordance with such counsel’s advice.

Section 5.02. Reliance on Certificates. The Program Provider may reasonably rely upon
any notice, instrument, direction or other communication that the Program Provider reasonably
believes (based on the most recent certificate of the Secretary of the Fund that has been received
by the Program Provider pursuant to paragraph (d) of Section 1.01 hereof) to have been given by
an individual who is authorized to act on behalf of the Fund, and the Program Provider shall not
be liable for any action taken in accordance with such reasonable reliance or belief. The Fund
agrees that it will supply the Program Provider with certificates of the type described in
paragraph (d) of Section 1.01 hereof from time to time as necessary to keep the information
contained therein current.








ARTICLE VI

MISCELLANEOUS

Section 6.01. Amendments. This Agreement shall not be modified or amended
without the consent of each party hereto, which consent must be evidenced by an
instrument in writing executed by each party hereto, or by their respective successors or
permitted assigns.

Section 6.02. Confidentiality. Each party shall retain in confidence all
information of the other party transmitted under this Agreement, which has been
identified as being confidential or which by the nature of the information or the
circumstances surrounding the disclosure should be treated as confidential ("Confidential
Information"). Confidential Information shall not include any information that (i) has
been voluntarily disclosed to the public by disclosing party, (ii) has been independently
developed and publicly disclosed by others, (iii) otherwise enters the public domain
through lawful means, and (iv) is learned by receiving party from a third party having the
right to disclose it.

Each party shall refrain from using any Confidential Information for any purpose or
activity other than those necessary to or contemplated by this Agreement. Each party
shall not disclose or facilitate the disclosure of Confidential Information to any third
party and shall not copy, duplicate, reproduce, distribute or otherwise disseminate
Confidential Information except as necessary to or contemplated by this Agreement, or as
otherwise required by law or upon request of a regulatory authority. Each party
understands and agrees that Confidential Information constitutes valuable business assets
of the other party and that any unauthorized use or disclosure may cause irreparable
damage.

Section 6.03. Captions. The captions in this Agreement are included for
convenience of reference only and shall in no way define or limit any of the provisions
hereof or otherwise affect their construction or effect.

Section 6.04. Severability. If any provision of this Agreement shall be held
invalid under any applicable statute or regulation or by a decision of a court of
competent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not affect any other provision of this
Agreement that can be given effect without the invalid provision, and, to this end, the
provisions hereof are severable.

Section 6.05. Binding Effect. This Agreement shall be binding upon and shall
inure to the benefit of the parties hereto and their respective successors and permitted
assigns.

Section 6.06. Notices. Notices or consents of any kind required or permitted
under this Agreement shall be in writing and shall be deemed duly delivered if delivered
